The facts and interviews which the 


Post-Crescent has published during the 
last week-dealing with the high school 
problem has aroused unusual interest in 
the educational affairs of Appleton. They 
have given the public a new insight into 
some phases of the school situation which 
was perhaps imperfectly understood, and 
tii" even greater importance than this, 
they have set the people to thinking 
about what policies are really best for 
Ihe progress and improvement of the 
••chools. 


We believe there is a different under- 


standing of the high school question than 
there was in advance of this publicity. 
AVe believe it has materially aided the 
proposal to introduce the junior high 
school into our educational system and 
to anticipate and provide for it by erect- 
ing the first unit of a school on a location 
other than that of the present high school. 
Several of the aldermen who originally 
favored building an addition to the high 
school are now for the plan recommend- 
ed by the school superintendent and the 
board of education, which is to erect an 
entirely new building. 


It seems to us that the more this mat- 


ter is studied the more the" junior high 
school building plan will commend itself 
to the people. While it involves a some- 
what larger expenditure of money at this 
time than the addition lo the high school 
would cost, there is no question but what 
it would represent increased efficiency in 
the end and in all probability increased 
economy. Regardless of what course is 
adopted, the present discussion cannot 
help but be of benefit to the schools. 
Whatever awakens greater interest in 
education invariably reacts to its ad- 
vancement. 


WHY RL'RAL SCHOOLS SCFFER 
County Superintendent Deihl, of Ju- 


neau county, reports that the average 
^vage of the rural school teacher in Ju-

Senator Lcnroot appeared in very good 


form in the discussion of our social and 
economic problems at Kenosha. 
He 


stated a truth when he said that the high 
cost of living is due in part to natural 
causes beyond our control, and that 
whenever the demand for an article ex- 
ceeds the supply, "we must expect to pay 
an increased price for it." Mr. Lenroot 
took the stand that prices and economic 
conditions cannot be arbitrarily regulat- 
ed by law although there are exceptions 
to this, as was demonstrated during the 
war. 
The price fixing of sugar, for in- 


stance, saved the people collectively mil- 
lions of dollars, and it would be a good 
thing if this price control were still in 
effect. 
The authority for it exists, but 


the power is not exercised, and the result 
is that we have the price bid up to a level 
that is as absurd as it is burdensome. 
Since there is only a limited amount of 
sugar il would he belter lo restrict the 
quantity that could be sold or used at 
one time, under-a reasonable price, as 
was done during the war. than to let the 
public bid for it under no limitations. 


Mr. Lenroot is of the opinion that the 


failure of the United States to negotiate 
peace is partially responsible for unrest 
and the cost of living, and in this view 
he undoubtedly is correct, although we 
cannot go with him all the way in his 
contention that the proper course for the 
country is to terminate the war by reso- 
lution instead of treaty. Ho\\t Mr. Len- 
root can regard this as "peace with hon- 
or" or with the proper regard for Ameri- 
can interests is more than we can make 
out. 
It is inconceivable that any reso- 


lution of congress could possibly safe- 
guard American rights and interests un- 
der the treaty of Versailles, provided 
the resolution brought about full, legal, 
final peace. However, there does not 
seem to be a possibility that we will make 
the mislake of terminating the war in 
this manner because the president has 
served notice that he will veto the peace 
resolution. The senator referred to one 
matter which is timely, and that is the 
disposition in some quarters in Wiscon- 
sin to make light of the war and to still 
challenge the propriety and righteous- 
ness of the United States' engaging in it. 
In answer to tliis Mr. Lenroot says: "Any 
man who now says that the war was 
wrong, and that all of our sacrifices were 
made in an unjust cause, is not a good 
American." This will be good advice to 
some of our citizens who are disposed to 
applaud Senator LaFollettc for his atti- 
tude during the war and to defend his 
un-American record. 


Mr. Lcnroot's views concerning the in- 


dustrial situation arc worth noting. It 
is his idea that measures ought to be 
taken for the prevention of strikes 
through the setting up of machinery that 
will be a practical arrangement for ad- 
justing all disputes between employers 
and employes, insuring the employe 
something more than a living wage. He 
is right when he says that every strike 
adds lo the cost of living, not merely in 
the event that it succeeds in elevating 
wages slill further, bul because it reduc- 
es production and brings about that 
much greater scarcity of our living 
necessities. 


Mr. Lenroot says Ihe congress has en- 


acled adequate laws for dealing with 
profiteering, for price regulating and for 
the control of business to Ihe exlent that 
is practical and desirable. He charges 
that much of our troubles arc due lo 
failure of the administration lo enforce 
the laws. That is. of course, the political 
view, and il may or may not have merit, 
il is hard for the public to say. Indica- 
tions arc not wanting, however, that ex- 
treme limits have about been reached, 
and that we are inviting a serious reac- 
tion at any lime by the recklessness with 
which we have ignored the consequences 
to which profiteering, unrest, labor agi- 
tation, high prices and wages were lead- 
ing us. There is some indication that in- 
dustry may choose (he alternative of clos- 
ing down in order lo slop the pyramiding 
of wages and prices. This policy is not 
without argument In recommend il.

Persons who take tea or coffee to 
excess are likely to sweat too much. 
Sweating limited to one side is 
usually due to some reflex irritation 
of the sympathetic nervous system, 
which controls the sweat glands. 
Excessive sweating of the armpits 


may be safely stopped by sponging 
the clean, dry surface each alternate 
day for three or four times with a 
solution of aluminum chloride, one- 
half ounce, in distilled or rain water. 
two ounces, and allowing this to dry 
before dressing. 


Excessive sweating of the feet may 


be similarly treated.
